W isconsin Supreme 
Court 
Finds In 


Favor of Railroads. 


Madison, W is., 
June 22.—The 
su­ 
preme court has set aside the decision 
of tile lower court which entered a 
judgment, o f $ 10,lino against each of 
four railroads for alleged Incorrect r - 
porting of gross earnings as charged 
by Railroad 
Com m issioner Thomas. 
The roads affected by the judgment 
are the Chicago 
and Northwestern, 
the Chicago, M ilwaukee and St. Paul 
the Chicago, 
St. Paul, 
Minneapol! 
and Omaha, and the Minneapolis, St 
Paul and Sault Ste. Marie railroirtls. 
The ad valorem tax is upheld. 
The ad valorem taxation law is the 
product of the legislative s< ss Ion of 
15:03 and chromes tho sjmi rn of tax­ 
ing railroads from the lice.: < to the 
percentage upon valuation tat by tho 
st ito tax com m ission sitting as the 
state board of assessm ent. 
The lav.’ 
was drafted by the 
tax com m ission 
pf re- .• four years of careful study. 
The law provides that the railroads 
shall pay into the state treasury the 
regular license fee as paid under th" 
gross earnings system and that when 
'rho valuation o f the road was made- 
and the assessm ent rate determined, 
that any excess shall he paid back to 
the company and any deficiency shall 
be made good by the railroad com­ 
pany. 
The act w as attacked by tho Chi­ 
cago and N orthw estern Railway com­ 
pany. 
The W isconsin inheritance tax law 
•was sustained. 
It. im poses a tax up­ 
on every transfer of property, real or 
personal, lying within the jurisdiction 
of the state, m ade either by will or 
the interstate law s of the state, or in 
contem plation 
of the death 
of the 
owner 
and to take effect, 
after his 
death. 
Transfers under power of at­ 
torney are also subject 
to the tax. 
The tax so im posed is upon the clear 
market value of the property at the 
rates im posed by law and upon the 
excess of exem ptions granted by law. 
The primary rat es are imposed upon 
estates which exceed the exem ptions 
allowable and do not exceed $25,000. 
The rates of taxation are graded 
according to the value of the estates. 


W ashington, June 
22.—The senate 
has taken a position In accord with 
the president and tho house of repre­ 
sentatives 
by

cann! across the Isthmus of Panama. 
The result w as reached a few m inutes 
after 8 o'clock and after a day’s dis­ 
cussion that w as almost devoid of In­ 
teresting lnddeuL quite out of k e e l­ 
ing with the universally acknowledged 
im portance of the subject. 
There was 
only one recorded vote In connection 
with Hie disposition of the question 
and Giat w as negative, coming on a 
motion to lay on the 
table tho lock 
type substitute for the sea level bill 
reported by the com m ittee 
on inter 
oceanic 
canals. 
This 
motion 
w as 
made by Senator K ittredge, the com ­ 
m ittee cham pion of the sea level plan, 
and was voted down, 31 to 86. 
This 
vote w as accepted as decisive and no 
«>ne asked for a division on the voto 
on the acceptance of the substitute. 
Th© voto la generally accepted as 
definitely settling 
the type 
of the 
great waterway. 
It term inates what 
tit one tim e threatened to becom e a 
sharp difference betw een the senate 
on the one hand and tile president and 
tile house on the other, for there is no 
denying that when the bill was report­ 
ed from the com m ittee, tho indications 
in the senate wore all favorable to tho 
sea level type. 
There 
has recently, 
however, been a steady gain by tho 
lock canal advocates, notw ithstanding 
the reports of the canal com m ittee and 
(he board of consulting engineers w’ero 
against them. 
The engineers’ report 
has figured prom inently In the discus­ 
sion and frequent attention has been 
called to the fact that while eight of 
the thirteen engineers 
reported fa­ 
vorably to a sea level canal, all the 
five dissenters 
were American 
en g i­ 
neers, w hile of the 
other eight five 
wore 
Europeans. 
Some 
senators 
ovow’ed their preference 
for the all- 
Am erican report. 
Tile remainder of 
the day w’as de­ 
voted to the discussion of tho am end­ 
ment to the sundry civil bill appro­ 
priating $25,000 to pay the expenses 
of the president when traveling and 
the subject was unfinished when the 
senate 
adjourned. 
Senators 
Mo- 
Lnurln and MeCumber criticised the 
provision sharply.
